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Tokyo Meeting To Set Stage For Historic World Trade Talks

TOKYO (UPI) — Financial 
specialists of 81 nations gather 
in Tokyo Sept. 12-14 to pre­ 
pare for world trade talks 
shaping up as possibly the 
most important ever held. 


The 81 nations are members 
of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT). It 
Is the international body that 
sets the basic rules for the 
muItibiHlion dollar flow of 
trade among private enter­ 
prise countries. 


In one way or another, the 
life of almost everybody who 
does business or works for 
wages in the non-Communist 
world will be affected by the 
negotiations. 


Most GATT countries are 
sending their finance minis­ 
ters to Tokyo for the three 
day preliminary event. Many 
nonmembers, 
including 
so­ 


cialist countries, will have ob­ 
servers on hand. 


The tasks set for the fi­ 
nance ministers in Tokyo are 
relatively simple. They will 
approve a paper about six 
pages long— already mostly 
written—setting f o r t h the 
goals for the actual talks due 
to begin this fall in Geneva. 
They also will appoint a nego­ 
tiating committee. 


The paper will be known as 
the “Tokyo Declaration.” The 
actual working negotiations 
are likely to be called the 
“Nixon Round.” They will be 
held at the GATT headquar­ 
ters 
in 
Geneva, 
probably 
starting in November. The 
GATT 
timetable 
calls for 
them to be completed some­ 
time in 1975. Many familiar 
with GATT’s workings doubt 
that schedule will be met. 


The realities of the “Nixon 
Round” will be months of 
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haggling and tough horsetrad- 
ing by diplomats in Geneva. 
The big economic entities— 
America, Europe and Jap an - 
wili trade away some of the 
protections they give their 
businessmen in return for a 
better shot at markets in for­ 
eign countries. 


It will be the seventh round 
of trade talks GATT has held 
since it came into being just 
after World War II. The last 
negotiations, called the “Ken­ 
nedy Round” after the late 
President John F. Kennedy, 
started in 1964 and were not 
concluded until 1967. 


The talks starting in Gene­ 
va this autumn could be the 
most important GATT has 
held since its founding. The 
“Kennedy Round” merely in­ 
volved wholesale tariff reduc­ 
tions. The new negotiations 
aim at no less than a com­ 
plete overhaul of the whole 
way of doing international 
business. 


Besides tariffs, the topics 
will include freer trade in 
agricultural products, remov­ 
al of nontariff barriers, safe­ 
guards against e x c e s s i v e 
sales by one country in anoth­ 
er and special concessions for 
developing countries. 


At almost the same time, 
the International 
Monetary 
Fund (IMF) meets in Nairobi, 
Kenya, to discuss reconstruc­ 
tion of the world’s money and 
credit system. 


T o g e t h e r the IMF and 
GATT negotiations are ex­ 
pected to create a new eco­ 
nomic order to replace the 
one established by the confer­ 
ence at Breton Woods, N.H., 
in the closing days of World 
War II. Breton Woods made 
America the banker of the 
world, and the then-solid dol­ 
lar became the basic curren­ 
cy by which most countries 
paid their international bills. 


The death knell of the Bre­ 
ton Woods system sounded in 
August, 1971, when President 
Nixon announced that Ameri­ 
can dollars no longer would 
be converted to gold at a par 
price of $35 an ounce. The 
face value of dollars held by 
foreigners at the time was 
seven times greater than the

reserve of American gold to 
cover them. 


As the economic giants of 
the non-Communist world, the 
United States, Europe and Ja­ 
pan have a big stake in the 
outcome of both IMF and 
GATT talks. Any big country 
whose currency suffers in the 
IMF talks will be unlikely to 
be generous in making con­ 
cessions in Geneva. 


For tactical reasons, the 
United States and Japan have 
shied away from a formal 
tieup between the two sets of 
negotiations. The Europeans, 
spearheaded by F r a n c e , 
would like to see them linked. 


The 
European 
Economic 


Community Council’s position 
paper world trade cannot be 
adopted June 26, says: “Quite 
obviously the policy of liberal­ 
izing world .trade cannot be 
carried out successfully un­ 
less parallel efforts are made 
to set up a monetary system 
which shields the world econ­ 
omy from the shocks and im­ 
balances which recently have 
occurred.” 


The EEC (Common Mar­ 
ket) paper said further that 
“the Community ... will as­ 
sess the progress of these 
(GATT) negotiations in the 
light of progress made in the 
monetary field. It will take 
such progress into account 


when taking into considera­ 
tion the results of the negotia­ 
tions.” 


The 
relationship between 
the GATT and IMF talks is 
one of the few points still in 
dispute in the GATT declara­ 
tion to be issued in Tokyo. 


The Europeans want lan­ 
guage formally linking the 
two inserted in the Tokyo 
Declaration. 


The American delegation to 
Tokyo will be led by Treasury 
Secretary George Schultz. In 
general, the United States will 
go into the “Nixon Round” 
favoring lower industrial tar­ 
iffs, bigger markets overseas 
for its farm products, ade- 


quate safeguards a g a i n s t 
“dumping” of foreign goods 
and lowering of nontariff bar­ 
riers. 


However, 
details 
of 
the 
American position will not 
really be clear until Congress 
writes and passes a bill set­ 
ting the limits of the conces­ 
sions the Nixon administra­ 
tion can make in the GATT 
talks. 


Nixon is basically a free 
trade man. He has sent draft 
legislation to Congress accept­ 
ing the principle of safe­ 
guards against foreign dump­ 
ing. How much bargaining au­ 
thority he will get from a 
Congress that has shown prot­ 


ectionist moods since the Ken­ 
nedy Round is still unclear. 


Until Congress makes its' 
will known, the GATT talks 
may be a slow-moving affair. 
Because of the huge role 
played by the American mar­ 
ket in world trade, little can- 
be decided until the United 
States is ready to talk frank­ 
ly- 


GATT does not decide is­ 
sues by a vote of its 81 mem­ 
bers. That would be unrealis­ 
tic because of the wide varia­ 
tions in size and economic 
importance of the member 
countries. The major powers 
have to agree on any changa 
in the rules.
